REQUEST TO CORRECT ERRORS TO THE FILING RECEIPT 



There are three errors on the Filing Receipt in the instant application. The 
errors are: 1) the Total Number of Claims, 2) the Independent Claims and 3) the 
Filing Fee Received. 

1 ) The total number of claims in the instant application are only those 
claims included in the Preliminary Amendment of this Divisional Application. The 
total number of claims in the Preliminary Amendment is 47 claims, not 67 as shown 
in the Filing Receipt. 

2) The total number of independent claims in the instant application are 
only those claims included in the Preliminary Amendment of this Divisional 
Application. The total number of independent claims in the Preliminary Amendment 
is 4 claims, not 15 as shown in the Filing Receipt. Claims 1, 40, 53 and 63 are 
independent claims.

3) The filing fee for the instant application should be corrected to be 
$1342.00, not $2648.00 as shown on the Filing Receipt. The correct fee includes 
the $770.00 basic filing fee, the extra claims fees of $572.00 for 4 independent 
claims and 47 total claims ($86 for one extra independent claim and $486 for 27 
extra claims), which total should be $1342.00 Accordingly, a credit of $1306.00 
should made to Deposit Account 130010 (IO-1095D1). 

As evidence of the claims status for the instant application, only the claims 
listed in the Preliminary Amendment can be part of this Divisional Application under 
the Revised Amendment Practice of 37 CFR 1.121 . Revised CFR 1.121 clearly 
cancels claims not included in the Preliminary Amendment to this application 
whether they could have even been construed as pending or not. Claims 7 through 
26 are not listed in the Preliminary Amendment and so can not be part of the instant 
Divisional Patent Application. 

The Revised Amendment Practice for CFR 1 .121 , which was effective July

[Emphasis added]. Therefore, while claims 7 through 26 should never have been 
considered pending in the application, had they been pending in the application, the 
non-inclusion of claims 7-26 in the Preliminary Amendment would have effectively 
cancelled them under Revised CFR 1.121, thereby obviating their inclusion in the 
filing fees determination. 

Please change your records and issue a new filing receipt to reflect the 
correct number of total claims in the application as 47, the number of independent 
claims as 4, the total filing fee as $1342.00.
